even a good exhibition until nightfall comes
snd suppers are spoiled.

NOT OXE OF THE BEST.

The game cannot in any senre be ranked
smong the first-class contesta. It was &
badly played game, but there were some pal-
listing causes for the poor exhibition. The
grounds were in & wretched condition, and
wet the bad grounds were not reapousibie for
one-half of the flagrant mistakes. Bad
throws were in the ascendancy. The pitch-
ers were touched up pretty lively, butit is
singular to note that only one of the loeal
team's 15 runs was earned. This means
that the fielding of the visitors was bad. It
was bad, indeed, At stages the Cleveland
representstives lost all judgment, and played
as if they were taking their first lessons in
the game.
